As the Bill now ſtands the Drugifts, we conceive, will with Regard 
to their Property be in a much worſe Condition than any other of his 
Majeſty's SubjeAs ; becauſe their Goods are in the Power of a few 
Perſons, and may be deftroy'd without any Appeal, or Allowance made 
either for the Cuſtoms or Prime Coft, as on Wine and other Commo- 
dities are made. 


Therefore it #« bumbly concesved, That ſuch Powers fbould extend 
only to Apothecaries, and other Perſons preparing or keeping Me- 
dicies, or Compoſitions for Sale,
